THE BOLD CRIME.

men and Passengers—A Locality With 
a History. 


KENDALLVILLE, Ind., Sept. 12.—A train rob- 
bery, which for boldness and the amount of 
booty, outdoes any like crime, took 
place at Kesler Station, five miles east of 
here, and 150 miles distaut from Chicago, at 
10’clock this morning. The train was pas- 
senger and express No. 14, east-bound on 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern road, 
which left Chicago at 7:45 last night, carry- 
ing two cars of the United States Express 
Co. One contained a safe in which it is said 
was a sbipment of $250,000 in coin from Chi- 
cago to New York. Besides the express cars 
the train was made up of a baggage car and 
ten sleepers and coaches. 

Just as tne train reaches Kesler there isa 
stretch of timberland, near which is 
a switch, As the train reached the 
latter Engineer James Knapp saw a red light 
abead. His hand was at the lever in an 
instant, and as the train slowed up and the 
red light drew nearer, the engineer saw a 
group of men. In front of the red light the 
train came to a stop. A number of men ng 

into the cab and leveled rides at the 

heads of the engineer and fireman. The two 

’ yaflroad men stood stupefied as the rifle 

barrels gleamed in the flickering light, and 

the robbers said: ‘‘Throw up your hands. 
THE ENGINEER SHOT. 

The fireman was peaceful enough and 
lifted his arms at once. Bat the engineer

fellow and rifie shots startled the passen- 
gers, who had been awakened by the sudden 


stopping of the cars. The en- 
gineer received a bullet in the 
shoulder, and as the train came 


to a pause there wasaterrific explosion. 
The robbers had put dynamite under the 
train in an attempt to wreck the express 
cars. 

The conductor and the brakemen hurried 
tothe platiorms only to be covered by Win 
chesters in the bands of men who said they 
would shoot to kill ifa move weremade. The 
railroad men became motionless and dumb. 
A guard was put at the end of each car and 
the express car was attacked. 

SECURING THE TREASURE. 
The messenger behind his barricaded door 
* ” gefused to obey the command of the robbers 
to open the car entrance, But dynamite 
was brought into use and an entrance to the 
car was soon effected. Drills and dynamite 
was used to open the safe, while a guard of 
the bandits stood over the messengers. It 
soon yelded, and the contents of the treas- 
ure box were transferred to bags which the 
robbers had brought with them. The thieves 
used their own time intaking everything 

they thought worth carrying away. 

The guards atthe doors of the passenger 
coaches were called off, afew parting shots 
were fred—perhaps in the air, to warn those 
in the train that pursuit meant death, 
and the band of robbers disappeared in the 
wooded stretch of land that skirts the rail- 
road. 

e PURSUING THE OUTLAWS. 

As fast as legs could carry them messengers 
ran to Kendalivilie to spread the alarm. The 
Fherif of the county, arouse@ from bed, 
called on all near him for help, and soon a 
posse of residents of Kendallville were speed- 
ing along the highway to the scene of the 
hold-up. They scoured the vicinity, beat 
through tho brush and traveled miles through 
the woods, but tifey could hd nothing. 

Guessing that the robbers had come from 
Chicago, the Sheriff routed out a telegraph 
operator and wired to the Chicago police the 
story of the robbery. 

The train held ap was the New York express 


between 12:80 and 1 o'clock. The dynamite 
having wrecked only one express car, the 
robbers contented themselves with looting 
this alone and made no effort to force an en- 
trance to the second. 
When the trainmen became agsured that 
all danger was passed they crawled out and 
took an inventory of the damage. Consulta- 
tion was held, and with the conductor at the 
throttle and the wounded engineer in a 
coach, they pulled into Kendalivilie. After 
the engineer had received medical attend- 
ance, orders, were sent for another engineer 
and freman. 
WHAT A TRAMP SAW. 
Willard Hooley, a tramp, who was stealing 
a ride on the front end of a car, and 
who saw ali without being seen, said he 
counted in ail twenty masked men, and that 
they completely surrounded the train with 
drawn revolvers. | 
He says that as soon as tie train came toa 
standstill the men ran along the train to the 
Fear end, and when the tralnmen came out 
on the platform to see what was the matter, 
they were confrontea by Winchesters.

WHAT EXPRESS OFFICIALS GAY. 

General Superintendent Orosby of the 
United States Express Oo. declared this 
afternoon that the total loss by the 
robbery is way below $20,000. He says the 
robbers thought they were carrying 
away national bank notes, but secured 
mostly papers worthless to them, and that 
they over looked $15,000 worth of gold bullion. 
Mr. Crosby emphatically denies the reports 
that $275,000 had been tacen. There was not 
one-tenth that amount on the whole train,he 
gays. In the safe blown open was a sealed 
bag full of packages done up about the size 
and shape of packages of bank notes. These 
packages were marked $1,000, $2,000, and so 
on. These figures indicated the value 
the packages were listed at, but practically 
they were worth no more than the paper 


they contained. Their contents con- 
sisted of settlements with agents, 
receipts for moneys, legal papers, etc., 


which can all be duplicated after a time. 
The robbers secured very little actual money. 
Only five or six men were concerned in the 
robbery. The rumor that the safe contained 
a shipment of $250,000 from a Chicago to 
a New York bank could not be confirriied. 
None ofthe bank officials admitted haviig 
made such ashipmentanda the express com- 
pany’s officers flatly deny that there was any 
such amount in the train. 


A SUSPECT IN CUSTODY. 

Perv, Ind., Sept. 12.—A man giving the 
name of C. A. Beldon of Pocatello, Idaho, 
and supposed to be one of the robbers of the 
Lake Shore train near Kendallville last night, 
has just been arrested in this city. He came 
in over the Wabash Railway during the night 
ona freight, and from general indications 
and search the police are confident they have 
one of the men ora decoy sent this way by 
the robbers.

THE ROBBERS GOT $300,000. 


Amount of Money Taken From the Safe 
of the Express Car. 

Cuicaco, III., Sept. 12.—It is reported in 
this city that the loss by the train robbery at 
Kesler amounts to nearly $800,000, including 
ashipmentof $250,000 from a Chicago toa 
New York bank. The crime is thought to 
have been the work of a gang of tramps. In 
the expresscar which was robbed was the 
body of Mrs. Hallock of Moriches, Long 
Island, who suicided in the Gavit House, 
Chicago, after deserting her husband and 
being in turn deserted by her paramour. 

The United States Express Co. officials re- 
ceived their first news of the train robbery 
from the Lake Shore officials. General Man-

It 
was dec ed to take immediate steps to cap- 
ture the Bold robbers, and by 5 o'clock a 
special train was being made up. Before it 
was ready a number of the express com- 
pany’s best and oldest detectives, several 
Pinkerton men, anda squad of city vidocqgs 
were ready to goonthe man hunt. Shortly 
after the train pulled outand, with a clear 
track before it, started forthe scene of the 
boldest robbery of this age. 
The Sheriff of the county in which the train 
was held up telegraphed Sheriff Gilbert of 
Cook County to be on the lookout for the rob- 
bers, as they were coming this way. 
The express officials in this city are making 


the robbery and manifest the most profound 
ignorance. B. B. Hamolin, the assistant of 
Messenger Weiss, returned to this city this 
morning and made a report to General Man- 
ager Crosby et the company, but to reporters 
he said he did not know apything about the 
case. f 


4 $30,000 CONSIGNMERFT. 
ALBION, Ind., Sept. 12-The bandits who 
dynamited and robbed the Lake Shore ex- 
press succeeded in getting about $30,000 of a 
consignment that was being shipped here 
from Chicago. Atéo’clock this morning a 
telegram was sent to Sheriff Shauck at this 
place requesting him to report immediately 
with an armed posse and capture the rob- 
bers. le is hot in pursuit of the thieves. 
The men who did the work are members ofa 
well-organized gang and have confederates 
throughout this section. 


REWARD MAY BE OFFERED. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 12. The ofictals 
of the United states Express Co. have 
requested Gov. Matthews to offer a reward 
for the capture of the robbers who hela up 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern train 
at Kessler, Ind., this morning. Gov. Mat- 
thews will instruct the Sheriff of Noble 
county to organize a posse and search for the 
robbers.

As CONDUCTOR COVERT SAW IT. 


Watched the Robbers From the Windows 
ofthe Baggage Car. 
TOLEDO, O., Sept. .- Two conductors 
who were passengers of the robbed train 
live in Toledo, They are H. O. Oovert and 
Conductor W. A. Brown. Covert got on at 
Elkhart. He runs on special trains. Both 
men got off the robbed train when it reached 
here this morning. 
Brown and I had turned in in the sleeper 
and had fixed for a nap. Mr. West said 
to your correspondent. ‘*About 13:50 o’clock 
one of the brakemen awakened me and said 
that some men were holding up the train. 
We went forward to the baggage-car. It 
was filled with trainmen and passengers. 
They were taking turns at peeping out the 
door apd windows into the darkness. 
Every few minutes a shot was 
fredinthe direction of the engine. Noone 
couse do anything. The baggage car was 
next to the express car, which was in charge 
ofthe robbers, They had blown the bottom 
of the carout with dynamite, completely 
stunning the twoexpress messengers. Then 
they covered them with revolvers and rifled 
the safe. 
No one could tell how much ‘they got. 
Three men were in the express car, and I 
should judge there must have been in all be- 
tween fve and ten men holding the train. 
he stop was made in a lonely part of the 
country ina cut east of Kendallville. The 
robbers threw the switch open in front of the

We were held 
up just one hour. 

- THE WO D ENGINEER. 

Engineer James Knapp, who was shot by. 
the Lake Shore train robbers, was taken to 
his residence on Collingwood avenue in this 
city upon the arrival of the train, and physi- 
clans were called. It was found that the 
bullet penetrated his right side, near the 
shoulder. He bad a very close call, and 
the train robber evidently shot to kn. The 
physicians say that Knapp is not in danger, 
and will be all right ina few days. The con- 
Guctor and most of the crew live in Toledo, 
and left the trainbere. Asa Mcintyre, a 
brakeman, was seen by your correspondent 
this morning and said: 

THE BRAKEMAN’S STATEMENT. 

he gang numbered about twelve men. I 
am sure that there were not more than that 
number, although the constant fusillade they 
kept up with their Winchesters would have 
led one to think there were a great 
many more. They had turned the 
switch, showing the red danger signal, 
and Engineer Knapp, ot course, came toa 
stop dn seeing the red light exposed, The 
switch was turned just before the train was 
due there, so that any of the employes of the 
road at that station who might have 
been about, would not Rave noticed 
anything strange. Two men boarded 
the engine and ordered Engineer 
Kna pp and Fireman James Sutler to hola 
up their hands. The engineer disobeyed the 
order and reached for the whistle rope to 
warn the rest of the train. Butthe move- 
ment was the signal for the desperado to 


shoot. The rest of the gang sta- 
tioned themselves along the train 
and kept up a constant firing to 


keep the crew and passengers frightened 
that they might not rush out and over- 
power them. Assoonasa head showed it- 
self down the train a shot whizzed by as a 
warning to keep inside. Threemen jumped 
in the express car, two held up the messen- 
ger, M. W. Weiss, while the other blew 
the safe open with dynamite. I 
started with my lantern to the 
telegraph station two miles back, 
but I was driven back into the train by shots. 
I finally put my light under my coat and 
sneaked away and walked to the station. 
where I telegraphed the train following to 
stop and informed the officials by wire.’’ 

The rallroad and express officials here say 
that last night was a light one on the express 
car. Several nights ago $5,000,000 was sent 
through, anditis thought that the robbers 
were organized for the purpose of raiding 
that pile but missed calculations. 


FAMOUS FOR OUTLAWRY. 


The Kendallville Region a Favorite Haunt 
of Bad Men. 


CHICAGO, II., Sept. 13.—Speaking this aft- 
ernoon of the train robbery at Kesler, Mr. 
B. A. Eaton of Indianapolis said: Begin - 
ning with 1867 and extending to about 1872 
Kendaliville and the adjacent country to 
the northeast was the headquarters 
of one of the most desperate 
gangs of train robbers, horse thieves 
and all round cut-throats that ever tnfested 
the West. Inthe early 70s they followed a 
train robbery at night by a raid onthe Ken- 
Galiville bank. The authorities in the ad- 
jacent counties were then for the first 
time in the history of the gang 
forced to the necessity of breaking it 
up, although the gang had a strong 
political pull. Sheriff’ William Fleming of 
Ellis County, afterwards State Treasurer, 
headed the movement. Posses of men were 
formed and a thorough and systematic 
search begun, and it continued without ces- 
for some three months. About twenty 
of the leaders, among them 
thenotorious Red Leary, were captured and 
senttothe Pententiary. Leary died at Mich- 
igan City prison some five yearsago. During 
the hunt a number of the posse men and 
something like a dozen of the bandits were 
killed and many ofthe farmers who partici- 
pated in the hunt carry the bullets ofthe 


robbers yet as reminders of their ex- 
periences.’’ 
MESSENGER WEISS’ STORY. 


How the Cars and Safe Were Blown Open 
With Dynamite. 

CLEVELAED, O., Sept. 12.—An excited crowd 
of several hundred peeple was at the Union 
Depot when Lake Shore train No. 14 pulled 
in at 9:15, an hour late, this morning. The 
gateman had trouble in keeping them off the 
track when the engine ceased puffing and the 
long line of mail, express and sleeping cars 
came to a stop. The train was crowded with 
passengers and they all seemed relieved 
when they were safely on the depot platform. 
Milton M. Weiss, the express messenger 
who was in charge of the carat the time of 
the attack, said: 

The first Iknew of the attack was after 
the train had stopped, when I heard two 
shots on the outside fired in rapid succes- 
sion. My helper, B. B. Hamlin, then yelled 
to me that one of the shots came through the 
door. It came near hitting him. A moment 
later the car was almost lifted from the track 
by a terrific explosion, and at the same time 
both Hamlin and myself were Knocked 
violently to the floor on our backs. 
I was stunned for the moment and 
could scarcely realize what had happened. 
When I bad regained my senses I found my- 
self under a large heap of baggage and shat- 
tered woodwork and two men wearing masks 
stood close by, one having a Winchester rifle 
almed at my head and the other fellow cov. 
ering my helper inasimilar manner, One 
of the men spoke, telling us not to move or 
they would blow the brains out of us. That 
is about all Lean remember of what was

Weiss was taken to the company’s office 
to report on the matter, 

PANIO AMONG PASSENGERS. 

E. D. King of on, O., was on the 
train, returning from the World’s Fair, and 
occupied a seat in baggage car. Te 
first I knew of the r, sald King., was 
when the train slowed up and finally stopped 
in the gulch, about two miles from the sta- 
tion. I heard some popping and supposed 
that torpedo signals were being exploded.

It was still fora mg ment. and then there 
was anexplosion, A @ynamite cartridge had 
been thrown under door of the express 
car. Windows flew and the conductor 
came in and yelled: ~ 

***We are being held up, sure enough.“ 

Then a voice in the darkness cried out: 
— you, get your . heads in, all of you.’ 
Then all was confusioR and some women who 
were riding in the 6 er began to scream 
and two of them h hysterics. The men 
were hiding valuabi Watches were slid 
into boots, wallets were secreted under 
coats, jewelry was in out of the way 
places, and in five minutes there was not $10 
worth of valuables Sight in the car. 
Everybody was frightened, 

I plucked up my ge and crawled out 
the door and peered und the corner of the 
baggage car. In the @arkmess I could see 
at least fifteen men ng about, and every 
few minutes a revolve would be raised and 
fired. I could see the ressman standing 
with his arms uplift Again there was an 
explosion, this time Mside the car, and I 
heard somebody say: at’s in the little 
safe?’ and the answer, ‘nothing but papers.’ 

Not a sound came m where the engin- 
eer was lying, shot through the shoulder, 
because he refused to throw up his hands. He 
was game clear through, that fellow. Then 
suddenly it was still as death and I crept 
back into the car, forthe robbers had de- 
camped with their booty. It was ten minutes 
before the passengers dared to move and 
then there was a sigh of relief, People began 
to hunt up their valuabies, and a dozen men 
could be seen pulling watches and money out 
of shoes, secret pockets, hat linings and 


cushions.’’ 
PORTER WOOD'S EXPERIENCE, 


O. H. Wood, a porter on the sleeping- car 
Riga, told an intelligent and interesting 
story. 

**I saw the whole thigg,’’ said Wood, ang 
I don’t miad saying thatI was pretty badiy 
scared. We were running at a pretty lively 
rate ot speed near Kendallville, when the 
train came toa sudden stop. I was in the 
vestibule at the time, andI immediately 
opened the door and looked out. I 
have made the run hundreds of times and 
never knew the train to stop at that point 
before,so you can imagine my surprise. Be- 
fore the train came toa full stop, the con- 
ductor rushed upto me and said in an un- 
dertone: ‘Lower your lights a little and 
don’t make any noise. The train is. held 
up and the devil isto pay. Don’t alarm the 
passengers and keer the doors locked and we 
may beable tokeep them out of this part of 
the train.’ 

He had scarcely stopped speaking when 
there were half a dozen pistol shots, followed 
a few moments later by two loud explosions. 
I afterward learned thatthe s@e bad been 
blown. There must have been at least 
twenty-five of the men, and they took com- 
plete possession ot tùhe train. We could hear 
them running over the top of the train and 
flitting past the windows. I tried my best 
to keep the people in their berths, but the 
news soon spread, and everyone—men and 
women—were rushing about hiding their 
valuables and losing their heads. There was 
not a shooting-iron in our car, and if any of 
the robbers had gotin we would have been 
completely at their mercy, An elderly lady 
in the Riga, by the name of Thompson, 
fainted.’’ 

©. H. Green of Pittsbufg was one of the 
passengers in the front coach just back of 
the mail and express car. He verified Porter 
Wooa’s story regarding the number of rob- 
bers. It was one of the most exciting times 
I ever experienced, said he. It came so 
suddenly that we could scarcely realize what 
was happening until we heard the shots. 
The traipmen bebaved splendidly and did 
everything possible to quiet the passengers. 
As soon as the train stopped one of the brake- 
men jumped from the train and hurried back 
through the darkto ‘‘torpedo’’ the track 
for the nexttrain. Several shots were fired 
after him, but as far as I could le arn, he wa 
not hurt. 

„There were sO manny robbers that armed 
resistance on the part of the passengers or 
the trainmen would have been impossible 
even bad we been armed.“ 

ONE PLUCKY PASSENGER. 

J. O. McCoy of Crawford Oorner, Venango 
Oo., Pa., was in one of tle day coaches, when 
the train was held up: The first thing I 
heard, said he, was the explosion ofa 
torpedo on the track. Almost immediately 
after the train had come to a stop one of the 
passengers left the car I was in and started 
toward the engine, He said afterwards that 
he reached the ehgine all right and 
into the cab.

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THE HAWAIIANS AGAIN. 


Little advantage will have been gained 
by the defeat of annexation if as report 


Gresham are drawing upa new treaty to 
be submitted to the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Hawaii providing for a protector- 
ate. 

This protectorate is called limited, but 
ag it is said to guarantee the autonomy of 
the Islands and to pledge them protection 
from foreign interference or aggression, 
it is difficult to see how the 
limit will save the United States from any 
foreign complications which annexation 
would involve. To be sure we would not 
have the burden of assimilating a horde of 
diseased mongrels, nor theodium of main- 
taining undemocratic and unjust con- 
ditions provided for in the Harrison 
treaty; but on the other hand, we would 
not have the advantage of governmental 
rule. In some respects a protectorate 
might be more undesirable than annex- 
ation. 

In case of a protectorate we would as- 
sume all responsibility without actual 
control. Our influence with the Hawai- 
ian Government would be strong as its 
protector, but not necessarily effectual. 
We would be responsible for the autonomy 
of Hawaii without power to mold her form 
of government and responsible for her 
protection without power to control her 
actions, unless we assume to dictate in 
violation of our own principles of local 
self-government. 

The Government of Hawaii would thus 
be enabled to command our services in its 
disputes, to call our navy to its defense, 
to involve us in dangerous and costly com- 
plications with foyeign powers, and, per- 
haps, in the end compel us to annex the 
islands or become the dictator of the 
Hawaiian people. All the possibilities of 
imperialism are involved in a protectorate 
with none of the safe guards or advantages 
of annexation. 

The Cleveland Administration must take 
heed in dealing with the Hawaiian ques- 
tion lest in avoiding the annexation rock 
upon which its predecessor went to pieces 
it rush into a protectorate maelstrom.

THE UNITED STATES SENATE. 


The United States Senate in the last few 
years has tended to become a body repre- 
sentative of special interests like the Brit- 
ish House of Lords. Many of the Senators 
are in no sense deputies of the people, 
charged with the execution of the popular 
will, but are rather attorneys whose chief 
care is the jealous guardianship of corpo- 
rate interests. They are ultra-conserva- 
tive, and do not respond quickly to 
changes in popular conviction, not 80 
much because they enjoy for six years 
comparative immunity from partisan 
storms, but rather because they are, from 
the first, committed to a policy which at 
least does not coincide with public inter- 
estand in many respects is diametrically 
opposed to it. | 

These faults of the upper house have 
been very conspicuous during the past few 
years, particularly during the debates on 
the tariff and the silver questions. The 
unblushing advocacy of special privileges 
to manufacturers who are already full of 
lusty vigor was forcible reminder of the 
perversion of senatorial duties consequent 
upon a perversion of the true purpose of 
government. And during the last few 
weeks we have witnessed the disagreeable 
spectacle of mine owners from the Western 
States obstructing the popular will and 
subordinating the general good to their 
| private profit... They” use their public 
office as a lever to advance their personal 
fortunes. 

But the remedy is so obvious that 
when the evil is generally recognized

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A DISCERNING INDIAN. 


The mind of Lo the Poor Indian is not so 
untutored and stupid that it cannot pene- 
trate the mysteries of American politics 
and draw distinctions in the ways of 
statesmen and parties. The letter of 
Sleeping Bear to the Kansas City Times 
indicates that this Indian bruin of the 
Caddo tribe sleeps with one eye open and 
gets glimpses of truth and philosophy. 

An excellent proof of Sleeping Bear’s 
grasp of the truth is his disposition to refer 
to practical politicians in general and 
the Republican politicians, who caught on 
during the Harrison Administration in 
particular, as hogs. With the blunt 
fidelity to truth of the untutored savage 
he writes: 

This last lotof hogs turned out cost the 
people a terrible lot of money ana the Indians 
a terrible lot of land. 

The mind of this simple child of nature 
reflects a ray of pure philosophy, which 
can only glimmer faintly in the politics- 
soaked brain of the civilized American 
when he adds: 

Ithink it is better for the white people to 
keep a hog after he is fat, because it don’t cost 
so much to feed him, whereas if you put a 
lot of poor hogs into a pen every four years 
your corn erib will be empty all the time, 
like it is now. 

Although this philosophic reflection 
follows a reference to President Cleveland 
it must not be supposed that he meant the 
Democratic Moses when he spoke of 
„keeping the hog after he is fat.“ This 
is merely a disconnected reflection, show- 
ing that he has the germ of a civil service 
reformerin him. He admires Mr. Cleve- 
land as a great and good Washington. 
He ma de things straight for us in 1885, 
he declares, ‘‘and now he has come back 
to make things straight for us again.’’ 

The truth is, Sleeping Bear is an incipi- 
ent Democrat of the most pronounced 
type. His experience and opening investi- 
gations into the fleld of politics have dis- 
covered to him one political animal to be 
abhorred and avoided. Its genusis made 
known by the following, with which he 
closes his screed : 

Are there any more parties like your Re- 


publicans? If there are, you ought all to put 
your beads under some fence. 


Further investigation will enable 
Sleeping Bear to learn that although the 
political hog is the worst, he is not the 
only detestable animal in American poli- 
tics, There is the political ass, for in- 
stance. When our Caddo friend is able to 
recognize political hogs and asses he will 
be well qualified for citizenship and com- 
petent to teach many of his white fellow- 
citizens.

All in all, protective tariff is a contempti- 
ble advantage that intelligent, leisurely, 
scheming capital takes of ignorant, busy 
and confiding labor. It is a farce and a 
fraud, a political confidence game. It de- 
ranges the rational condition of human so- 
clety, Qisturbs the natural relations of men 
to their fellows, diverts useful energy from 
beneficent uction, breeds unp uctive 
parasites, 
deludes friends into the faliacy that some 
must suffer that others may prosper. It 
pampers vice by striking at the foundations 
of the mighty institution, home, in that it 
makes men too dependent to marry, trans- 
forming them into tempters, while, by forcin 
cnildren into prematurity and giris out o 
their logical place into labor that is unconge- 
nial to the sex, it saps the strength of the 
tempted. 

Itis the yeast of the devil that foments 
and fosters crime and degradation. It is the 
crowning curse of this era, the banner mock- 
ery and the pre-eminent folly of the nine- 
teenth century. It has stamped its impress 
on our.social state by sowing the seeds of 
discontent, congesting and concentrating 
thrifty men into helpless masses. It has 
made half our people mad with wants that 
thousands have in vain sold soul and body, 
health, happiness, principle and morals to 
satisfy. It is far worse in its actual effect 
than the negro slavery which indirectly gave 
rise to it—in the death of which it was born. 
For where we had four million black slaves 
we have fourteen million or more of white 
and black ones—slaves to a more relent'ess, 
more merciless, more insidious and certain 
slavery than Southern slavery ever could be,
